1. Aa reported in Referenoe, the September excoutiy# commit- 
tee meetin g of the Deutsche Chlna-Oeselleohaft vaa markod by attacks 
on Volf SCHENKS ' 0 leadership* Boll Frldolln HOPTjjANgf ( residing 
B erlin-Z ehlendorf f Forststxaaae 14# tali 642450) was Schenks 
bitterest critio. On 10 November 1956 a special Tors tend session 
was held to oonsider Joachim HERTS LET 1 a formal request to expel 
Hoffmann from the DCO. Hoffmann also attended the session. Herts let, 
vho is not a member of the Yorstand, vas not present. Hermann 
SCHWINN was not present but had written a letter recommending oon- • 
dilatory notion toward Hoffmann, it tho session* Eduard SOUGH 
and Farit* H1NDGE pleaded for conciliation. Volf SCHENKS argu d 
for expelling Hoffmonn but when faoed with opposition from mosv of 
the Tore t and members present finally gave in* Hoffmann made an 
official apology and thus the affair waa technically ended. and 
Hoffmann remains in the adrlsoxy oocmlttee of the DCO* 

2« According to CAHKUf, Hoffmann's criticism of Schenks has 
been followed by a growing dissatisfaction with Schenks among other 
BOO members, chiefly because of hie Heue Polltlk publication, but 
also to a oertaln extent because of alleged poor management of 
DOC affairs. CAHKLtf expects Hoffmann to continue to Intrigue 
against Sohenke within the DOG.
